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Adjusting Records for Comparison

T the Annual Convention, held in Denver in June, 
A 1930, a resolution providing for the use of mature 

equivalents was offered by Mr. Charles Van der 
Schaaf, Sparta, Wisconsin, President of the Wisconsin 
Holstein-Friesian Association as follows: 

“Resolved, That records reported in the Holstein- 
Friesian Herd Improvement Register Year Book bear 
an added column in which the records shall be figured to 
a mature equivalent basis.’’ 

The Convention referred this resolution to the Com- 
mittee on Revision of Advanced Registry Rules and their 
report, which was made to the Board of Directors, was 
as follows: 


‘“‘We recommend that the official publication of rec- 
ords of milk and butterfat in the Blue Book and in the 
Red Book be only in terms as originally determined. 
We recommend, further, that the Superintendent of 
Advanced Registry be instructed to continue investiga- 
tions on the relation of factors entering into production 
and to develop tables of mature equivalents of produc- 
tion for the use of breeders in studying sires and in 
general breed improvement.”’ 


These recommendations of the A. R. Rules Com- 
mittee were approved by the Board of Directors at the 
meeting held at Chicago, December 1, 1931, and the 
Advanced Registry Office was instructed to continue its 
investigation of the subject and to prepare equivalents 
based on the long-time records for the different ages, 
divisions and classifications for the convenience of those 
who wished to use them in studies of the records of the 
breed. 


Comparing Production Records 

Any study of our records for the purpose of com- 
paring the producing ability of different cows or com- 
parisons of the daughters of a sire with their dams as 
a measure of the transmitting ability of the sire is at- 
tended with great difficulty because of the wide variety 
of records to be considered. The Advanced Registry 
Office files include a great mass of data in the form of 
records of production of various kinds, many of which 
never have been and never will be put to the use for 
which Advanced Registry records were originally in- 
tended, the general improvement of the breed. We 
have thousands upon thousands of seven-day records 
and other thousands of thirty-day records. The diffi- 
culty of attempting any comparison of these records with 
our long-time records is obvious. On January 1, 1932, 
we had completed 10,534 records in the Ten-Months’ 
Division and 30,374 records in the Yearly Division, 
representing a wide range of families and blood-lines 
from all sections of the country and these long-time rec- 
ords are the ones which must be used in studies of pro- 
ducing and transmitting ability. How shall we com- 
‘pare them? The ten-months’ records are limited to 305 
days, with the added requirement that the cow freshen 
again within fourteen months of the date of calving prior 
to the beginning of the record. Yearly records may 
include 365 days and there is no calving requirement. 
It is quite plain that a great deal of judgment must be 
used or considerable allowance made in comparing these

two kinds of long-time records because in addition to 
the extra two months’ time allowed for the yearly rec- 
ord, many of the cows in yearly test carry calves for 
only a short time during the year and some are not even 
bred until the record is completed. Fortunately, how- 
ever, our Board of Directors saw fit to adopt a new rule 
at the December meeting which provides for reporting 
the number of days carried calf with all yearly records. 
This new rule will undoubtedly have a strong tendency 
toward correction of the practice of delayed breeding of 
cows On yearly test. 

Another troublesome factor in comparing long-time 
records is the difference in the number of daily milkings 
through the year. Since 1925, we have had the three 
classifications according to frequency of milking, Classi- 
fication A for cows milked four times daily, Classifica- 
tion B for cows milked three times and Classification C 
for those milked twice daily. During the seven years 
ended December 31, 1931, we have reported 9,879 Classi- 
fication A records, 6,692 Classification B records and 
2,319 Classification C records and as frequency of milk- 
ing has a very important bearing on production for the 
year, this item must be given due consideration. 

In addition to the two divisions and the three Classi- 
fications, we have the further complication of seven age 
classes—the Junior and Senior Twos, Junior and Senior 
Threes, Junior and Senior Fours and the Full-Aged 
Class, for all cows five years old or older. This makes 
a total of 42 different kinds of long-time records in 
Advanced Registry and as a result comparisons of fami- 
lies or strains, or daughter-dam comparisons in the 
studies of sires and their impress on the breed, are ex- 
tremely difficult. I am inclined to believe that we would 
be better off from the standpoint of breed improvement 
if our Advanced Registry testing from the start had 
been confined to the 305-day or Ten-Months’ Division 
(without calving requirement but with days carried 
calf) and pretty largely limited to Classifications B and 
C, with the provision that cows producing above certain 
amounts might be milked four times daily. A 305-day 
record covers the normal lactation period and allows for 
breeding the cow to calve again at the end of the year 
and regularity of breeding is of utmost importance both 
from the standpoint of total lifetime production of milk 
and butterfat and lifetime production of offspring. It 
seems a fair conclusion that eventually the great bulk 
of our records will be made under much the same condi- 
tions as those prevailing in our better dairy herds, that 
is, on a practical commercial basis. 


But all this is aside from the issue. The question 
which confronts us now is, “how shall we bring together 
this mass of record-data and make comparisons which 
are so important to the progress of the breed?’’ Some 
will contend that they are able to look over the actual 
records with the differences in age, number of daily 
milkings, length of record, etc., and make the necessary 
allowances for these variations without any actual ad- 
justment of the records, but this seems very difficult if 
not entirely impossible. Personally, I have always 
objected to the use of mature equivalents and other 
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factors for adjusting records to a comparable basis, 
fearing lest the use of these factors might lead to con- 
clusions even farther removed from the truth, as might 
easily occur in individual cases. Take, for example, the 
mature age equivalent. The daughters of certain sires 
mature early in life so that their production as first and 
second-calf heifers is nearly as good as they show at full 
maturity; the daughters of other sires mature more 
slowly and they may be exceptionally good cows even 
though they were not very promising as two-year-old 
heifers. Then, too, the early feeding and care has much 
to do with the growth and development and hence has 
a strong bearing on production. In the same way 
factors designed to equalize records made in the three 
different classifications, A, B and C, might be questioned. 
Some cows respond readily when changed from twice-a- 
day milking to three or four times daily and their pro- 
duction is greatly increased, while others fail to respond 
to the extra milkings. Where factors for bringing rec- 
ords to a comparable basis are used on a large number 
of records the results are quite satisfactory, as would 
be expected, because the factors themselves are derived 
from averages of a large number of records. When we 
compare the records of a few individuals it is not neces- 
sary to use adjusting factors but as soon as we begin the 
comparison of any considerable number of records or of 
groups of daughters with their dams, it becomes im- 
possible to make the proper allowances for differences 
in age, number of daily milkings, length of record, etc., 
without first adjusting the records to some sort of a com- 
parable basis. 


There are several sets of mature equivalents which 
have been developed by different students of the subject 
and all correspond closely for the different ages, but it 
seemed best to prepare a table of mature age equivalents 
based entirely upon our own Advanced Registry rec- 
ords. Accordingly, we set out to tabulate all the yearly 
records according to age groups. We had the averages 
for the seven recognized age classes but in those groups 
all records of heifers under two years of age at fresh- 
ening are thrown in with the Junior Two-Year-Olds and 
all cows five years old and over are grouped in the Full- 
Aged Class. In these new tabulations, we have made 
separate groupings for Junior and Senior ages from 
senior yearlings through the senior ten-year-old cows, 
with all eleven-year-olds in one group. All short records 
were eliminated, that is, records of less than 325 days’ 
duration were not included in the averages. Altogether, 
there were 22,841 yearly records arranged according to 
Junior and Senior age groups as outlined and then 
totalled and averaged in preparing the tables of mature 
age equivalents. The largest number of records in a 
single group was 3,902 for the Junior Two-Year-Olds and 
the least was 114 for the senior two-year-old cows. As 
might be expected, there were some variations in the 
groups with the smaller number of records and these 
were adjusted by smoothing the curve and using the 
adjusted averages in determining the mature equivalent 
factors as shown in Table I.

The figures in Table I give the average production in 
milk, fat and per cent fat for all ages from senior yearlings 
to eleven-year-old cows at intervals of three months and 
we find, as would be expected, that the high point in pro- 
duction occurs at about eight years of age, with very little 
difference shown from seven and one-half to nine years of 
age. The column at the right gives the mature equivalent 
factor, that is, the multiplying factor to be used to adjust 
the record made at any given age to a mature equivalent 
basis. For example, a record made at an age between three 
years and three years, three months should be multiplied 
by 1.25 to bring it to a basis comparable with another 
record made at maturity or eight years of age. Produc- 
tion of heifers freshening as senior yearlings needs to be 
increased by 50% on the average to be comparable with 
production at maturity. The mature equivalent factors 
developed in these studies compare very closely with 
factors of this sort previously reported. As the table 
shows, there is slight tendency toward lower fat per- 
centage in the milk as the age advances. Similar studies 
with the other breeds show the same general trend, with 
a somewhat wider rang of variation in the higher testing 
breeds. ‘The average, as shown, for all the Junior Two- 
Year-Old records is 3.41% fat as compared to an average of 
3.34% for cows eleven years old, an extreme range of only 
.07%, which could be considered as practically negligible 
so far as any plan of adjusting records for purposes of 
comparison is concerned. 


Adjustment for Classifications 

When we consider the adjustment of records for classi- 
fication or frequency of milking, the first question to settle 
is, “which shall we adopt as the standard for comparison, 
Classification A for four-time milking, Classification B for 
three-time milking or Classification C for twice-a-day milk- 
ing?” We have more Classification A records than ‘“B” 
and “C” combined and on first thought it might seem best 
to set ‘‘A” as the standard and adjust the others to an “A” 
basis. However, the trend in testing during recent years 
has definitely inclined toward three milkings daily and 
according to present indications Classification B will soon 
take the lead. Further, as ‘B” stands between “A” and 
“C”, smaller adjoining factors would be required if “B” is 
taken as the standard than would be necessary to go all 
the way from “‘C” to “A” or vice versa. For three reasons, 
it seemed better to develop factors for adjusting Classi- 
fication A and Classification C records to a Classification 
B basis for comparisons. 


The three classifications have been in use for seven 
years and during that time 18,890 ten-months’ and yearly 
records have been completed of which 9,879 are Classifica- 
tion A, 6,692 are Classification B and 2,319 are Classifica- 
tion C records as shown in Table II.

We find that the average for all records in Classifica- 
tion B is 510.2 lbs. fat as compared to 615.3 lbs. fat for 
Classification A records. On a percentage basis the aver- 
age for “B” is 82.9% of “A”. In the same way, by com- 
paring “B” and “C”’, we find that the average for “B”’ is 
122.4% of the “C” average for all records in terms of fat. 
It is commonly conceded that the cows tested in Classifica- 
tion A have the advantage over those in the other two 
divisions because of closer attention to details of feeding, 
care and management in general and for this reason it 
seemed best to check on the production of individual cows 
tested in different classifications. Accordingly, we searched 
the records to find all individual cows tested in “A” and 
“BB”. in “A” and “C” or in “B” and “C” and all such 
instances were tabulated in the respective groups. It was 
necessary to adjust for age in order that the comparisons

A delegation 
from the New England Association drove over; the officers 
and directors of the New York Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion attended in a body, and telegrams and floral tributes 
were sent by about every county club in the state, in 
recognition of the deep interest Frank had always taken 
in New York Association affairs. Many of the other state 
associations and personal friends from all sections of the 
country sent flowers and messages of condolence, most 
heartening to the bereaved family and his former asso- 
ciates of the World staff. 


We are reminded of the sound philosophy that some- 
one has enunciated—“The one and only way to have friends 
is to be one.” Frank Price’s life and passing well proved 
its truth.

Mount Riga Farms 


HEN talking with breeders throughout the country, 
W one frequently hears the expression: “Oh, yes, that 

Griffith Herd. Id like to see his cattle some time, 
but that’s way down south in Oklahoma.” A short session 
with the map will quickly explode this popular falacy. In 
truth, Mt. Riga Farms and Big Cabin, Oklahoma, are lo- 
cated in the extreme northeast corner of Oklahoma, only 
a short train ride from Kansas City and just over the 
Missouri and Kansas state lines. Without wanting to rob 
the southwest of one of its very greatest herds, I lean to 
the belief that the herd should be included in a classifica- 
tion of both mid-west and southwest Holsteins, as the lo- 
cation of the farm is on the border-line of these two 
sections. 


Anyone who has been to Mt. Riga Farms is agreeably 
surprised; first, because he finds the location so easy of 
access, not the out of the way place that he had supposed; 
secondly, because here is located one of the finest sets of 
farm buildings to be found anywhere—not too lavish, but 
adequate and extremely practical; and last, but not least, 
he finds that the Griffith herds seen on the show circuits 
for the past several years, constitute but a small part of 
the splendid lot of show Holsteins in the Mt. Riga Herd. 
The present herd numbers one hundred and twenty head. 

As will be seen from the accompanying photographs, 
the architectural design is the same as employed in build- 
ing barns in the north country. All buildings are painted 
white with green stained shingled roofs. In the foreground 
of the picture is the test barn, which contains eight roomy 
box stalls and several comfortable tie stalls. Here have 
been developed several Oklahoma state champions in pro- 
duction.

fully in view in the picture, has room for four cows in 
maternity pens and eighty head in the stanchions. Just a 
glimpse of the calf barn will be noted in the rear of the 
test barn. This is a one story structure with wooden pens 
in which from two to six calves are kept. Special atten- 
tion is given to eliminate drafts and the arrangement must 
work, as the calves are certainly a healthy looking lot. 
Between the test barn and the main dairy barn is a shed 
and runs for two herd bulls. In back of the herd barn, and 
entirely out of sight in the picture, is the heifer barn, with 
room for twenty yearlings. Nearby is another bull barn, 
with pens and runs for four herd sires. A_ splendid 
creamery with chilling, bottling and sterilizing equipment, 
modern in every feature, is located just south of the herd 
barn. Then there is a two story ell on the main barn 
(showing at the extreme right in the photograph, specially 
erected for the handling of grains and feed. 

Mr. Griffith’s residence is a splendid six room cottage. 
Knowing Mr. Griffith you will expect to see trophies and 
firearms, pictures and paintings of cows, wild life and 
pointer dogs. You will not be disappointed. A manager’s 
cottage of five rooms and several smaller cottages for the 
men complete the picture of the buildings at Mt. Riga 
Farms. 

The farm comprises two hundred and seventy acres of 
good prairie iand, slightly rolling. It is farmed with more 
thoroughness than any other piece in miles around. The 
milk produced on the farm is sold to the Harvey house in 
Vinita and to the dining cars on the Frisco railroad. Be- 
cause of the light train schedules at the present time the 
surplus is sold to distributers in surrounding towns, but 
normally the Harvey house and dining cars take the entire 
output of Mt. Riga Farms milk.

Mr. Griffith’s Holsteins have made themselves. best 
known in the show rings; his winings at leading shows of 
the middlewest and southwest, extending over a period of 
seven years, have been matched by but few breeders in 
the history of the show ring. At the last National Dairy 
Show last year he brought out what is probably his best 
show string to date. His great aged cow, Miss Lassie 
Ormsby, won her class handily. His three-year-old cow, 
Empire Lassie Ormsby Maid, won her class also and the 
two teamed up together to win the Produce of Cow class 
and to win rating as one of the greatest Produce of Cow 
groups ever shown. The great three-year-old bull, Mt. 
Riga Sir Piebe Segis Paul, that had easily won his class 
at the National the year before and seriously challenged 
old “Sir Fobes” for championship in his last showing, 
placed second to the Grand Champion at the 1931 National. 

In laying the foundation for his herd, Mr. Griffith pur- 
chased several of the daughters of Piebe Laura Ollie 
Homestead King. The first herd bull was Sir Johanna 
Bess Segis, who has probably proved himself the greatest 
son of Piebe Laura Ollie Homestead King. His dam 
was Johanna Bess Segis, with over 800 lbs. of fat 
and quite generally considered the most beautiful daugh- 
ter of King Segis Pontiac Count. Sir Johanna Bess Segis 
was a consistent Grand Champion for several years and 
left a great lot of daughters in the herd. Many of these 
have been tested and four have records ranging from 830 
to 967 lbs. of fat. A two-year-old just finishing will run 
right close to 800 lbs. of fat. 

Two main herd sires are in service at Mt. Riga Farms. 
These are Carnation Supreme, sired by Sir Inka May and 
from Cascade Jessie Queen (800-lb. fat three-year-old 
daughter of a 1,000-lb. fat dam) seen on the show circuit 
in 1930 as a calf and a consistent winner—now weighing 
well over a ton; and Mt. Riga Sir Piebe Segis Paul, the 
great young Griffith bred bull that has headed the Mt. 
Riga show herds the past two seasons, he from one of the 
great daughters of Piebe Laura Ollie Homestead King and 
by Canary Paul Anna Homestead. Other sires in service 
are Sir Pietertje Ormsby Aaggie Wayne, the highest record 
living son of Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes 37th; Mt. 
Riga Sir Hazel, a son of Sir Johanna Bess Segis and 
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CARNATION SUPREME 612645 
One of the junior herd sires—by Sir Inka May and from one 
of the great daughters of Cascade Jessie. 


Grahamholm Hazel Colantha and rapidly developing into 
one of the great bulls of the breed (Mr. Griffith is quite 
partial to his use); and Sir Abbekerk Ormsby Piebe Segis, 
a double grandson of Piebe Laura Ollie Homestead King. 

In a previous paragraph mention was made of the fact 
that several state records for production have been made 
in the test barn. While the most sensational winnings of 
the Griffith Holsteins have been made in the show rings, 
a continuous program of long time testing has been in 
operation almost since the herd was founded. Recently 
reported are three cows with over 800 lbs. of fat; Walker 
Bess Segis, a six-year-old daughter of Sir Johanna Bess 
Segis with 966.3 lbs. of fat; Iowana Prima Donna 4th, with 
841 lbs. of fat at nine years, her third record of over 800 
lbs. of fat; and Mt. Riga Dutch Echo, with 856 lbs. of fat. 

A full test string is now running. Lashbrook Pearl 
Homestead, the five-year-old daughter of Sir Walker Segis 
Homestead and Lashbrook Pearl Ormsby, is credited with 
400 lbs. of fat from 11,949 lbs. of milk in her first 130 days. 
Empire Lassie Ormsby Maid, the All-American three-year- 
old, is being carried on test, but no attempt is being made 
to push her. Several of the younger daughters of Sir Jo- 
hanna Bess Segis are on test, including a three-year-old 
with close to 400 lbs. in 150 days—she from a daughter 
of the famous All-American show cow of some years ago, 
Zwingara Segis Clothilde. 

The most striking group in the test barn is composed 
of four daughters of Mt. Riga Sir Piebe Segis Paul, the 
All-American bull. These heifers, the first to come into 
milk of the Piebe bulls daughters, are massive in size, 
exceptionally smooth in type and have splendid -udders. 
They are doing very well on test, one of them performing 
sensationally. ‘The supervisor’s report of March tests 
shows that Mt. Riga Prilly Piebe, fresh well over a mionth, 
produced 6.264 lbs. of fat from 127.7 lbs. of milk in her 
two-day period of test, with a test of 4.87%. Mt. Riga 
Piebe Walker, fresh almost two months, produced 5.115 
lbs. of fat from 138.2 lbs. of milk in the same period, test- 
ing 3.7%. Mt. Riga Ruby, probably the showiest of the 
lot, fresh only ten days and not yet at her high point, made

Register Now 


E would direct the attention of our readers to the 
W fact that females over one year of age may now be 

registered for a limited time at half of the regular 
fee. This action was taken by the convention at Madison 
as a measure of relief for breeders having desirable fe- 
males that have gone past the age for registration at the 
minimum fee. Under the by-laws, double fees have to be 
paid for animals past one year of age at time of registra- 
tion, but this extra fee, by vote of the convention, was 
suspended for the balance of this year. Accordingly, dur- 
ing this period, breeders, including both members and non- 
members of the Association, may register such over-age 
females at the same fee that they would pay if the heifer 
had been registered before reaching the age of one year. 
This means a saving of $1 each for members of the Asso- 
ciation and $2 each for non-members. 
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We hope that breeders who have desirable animals in 
this class will enter them promptly at this time and thus 
take advantage of the saving. There may be a tendency 
to wait until the end of this grace period, but if everyone 
who expects to take advantage of the moratorium, waits 
until the last minute it will readily be seen that the con- 
gestion of business in the Secretary’s office will make 
prompt service on such applications impossible. Right 
now, during the summer period, the Secretary’s office can 
give very prompt service. It will readily be seen that 
the work can be handled more economically from the 
standpoint of the Association and more satisfactorily in 
the way of service to the breeder if spread along normally 
through the year rather than all coming in in a bunch at 
the end of the period. 


As soon as milk prices are able to get up to a more 
favorable basis, we look for a revival in trade and breed- 
ers who have their papers all in order are going to be in 
a better position to get their share of it. So we repeat 
the advice—register now. 


The Fairs 


N this issue we publish a calendar of the principal fairs 
| and expositions scheduled for 1932 insofar as we have 

been able to secure them. In this calendar we 
present the name and address of the secretary or manager 
for the convenience of exhibitors who may be wishing to 
write at this time for the premium list or other informa- 
tion. Later issues will carry the name of the Holstein 
judge and the date on which the judging will take place. 


We are looking forward with the keenest interest to 
the opening of the show season. Some of the fairs are 
starting the latter part of this month, although the main 
circuit does not get under way until the latter part of 
August, reaching its peak of activity Labor Day week. 


A few fairs have dropped by the wayside this year on 
account of conditions, but the great majority of them are 
going on with their plans as usual. At this time, it is 
rather difficult to form an opinion as to how the Holstein 
shows are going to shape up. We have been around quite 
a little the past month through the East and Middle West, 
and, while a few of the important exhibitors of last year 
state that they are not going to be showing this year, a 
large proportion of the stand-bys are planning to make 
about their usual circuit. 


Some of them figure that the going may not be quite so 
tough this year as it was last and are sort of figuring that 
the premium money will more than pay expenses, while 
others have told us that they are going to show in 1932 
because they do not feel they can afford to sacrifice the 
benefits of the publicity they get from a successful show- 
ing and the valuable personal contacts they made on the 
fair circuit. They argue that they need the benefit of this 
advertising and these contacts more than ever in 1932 and 
would not think of sacrificing them. 


This continuing interest in the show ring has been 
noticeable in our travels of late in New York and New 
England, as well as in Illinois and Wisconsin. We have 
come to the conclusion that the state fair shows are going 
to provide very creditable competition. We want to say 
a word, however, for the county fairs and to urge breeders 
to support the fairs in their own localities. A creditable 
exhibit in your own county, particularly if carried out 
consistently through a period of years, will help you to 
build a local market for surplus animals that has a demon- 
strated value in almost any herd. 


Not every herd is in a position where it ought to go 
out in state fair competition, but a few desirable animals 
at your local fair, even though you are not able to fill a 
complete show herd, may well be worthwhile. 


Even with the small county fair exhibits, it is desirable 
to have pedigrees on hand of any stock you may be offer- 
ing for sale. A little printed matter regarding your herd 
is also valuable to have to give the facts conveniently to 
those inquiring. The Extension Service will also be glad 
to furnish without cost to you pamphlets and literature 
of a general nature regarding the breed, and every ex- 
hibitor should consider the general program of making 
friends for the breed as a not-unimportant part of his job 
in connection with exhibits at the fairs.

NE of the best known young cows of the breed is 
O May Walker Fobes 1132642, owned by Col. Gustave 

Pabst, Ventnor Farm, Oconomowoc, Wisconsin. In 
the spring of 1926, when he was managing the Minnesota 
Holstein Company herd in Minnesota, Vere Culver sent 
May Walker Ollie Homestead, his American champion 
putter producer, and May Walker Inka Segis, her All- 
American senior yearling daughter (full sister of Sir Inka 
May), down to Col. Pabst’s Hollyhock Farm to be bred to 
Sir Bess Ormsby Fobes with the idea that one or both of 
these dams would produce a future herd sire for the 
Minnesota Holstein Company. May Walker Ollie Home- 
stead dropped the buil, Sir Bess Ormsby May, now in serv- 
ice at Mrs. Kellogg’s Osborndale Farm in Connecticut, and 
May Walker Inka Segis dropped a lovely black heifer calf 
christened May Walker Fobes. With the dispersal of the 
Minnesota Holstein Company herd in the summer of 1927, 
Col. Pabst was also announcing a dispersal of the Holly- 
hock herd but cherishing the idea of assembling a few of 
the outstanding young daughters of Sir Bess Ormsby Fobes 
as the nucleus for a very small and very select herd to be 
continued. Naturally, he wanted May Walker Fobes as a 
cornerstone of this foundation but there were others who 
wanted her badly enough in the Minnesota sale, so that 
he had to go to $4,500 to get her. In the meantime, her 
dam, May Walker Inka Segis, who sold for $7,100 in the 
same sale, won her second All-American designation in 
two-year-old form, and later completed a yearly record 
in Canada above 800 lbs. fat. May Walker Fobes lkewise 
has developed into the sort of a cow to be hoped for from 
this combination of breeding, a fact which is somewhat 
brought out by the cover picture. As a junior two-year- 
old in her first lactation, she made 18,668.3 lbs. milk, 642.2 
lbs. fat, and came back in junior three-year-old form with 
22,620.5 lbs. milk, 818.6 lbs. fat to place fourth in the 
Honor List for junior three-year-olds last year. 

With this combination of type, records and proven 
transmitting ability. it is natural that Col. Pabst should 
select May Walker Fobes as the dam of his next herd sire. 
Accordingly, he sent her down to Elmwood to be bred to 
King Bessie Ormsby Pietertje and cn June 18, his prayers 
were answered when May Walker Fobes presented him 
with a big, rugged son from this service. The calf weighed 
124 lbs. at birth and is marked about like his sire. The 
future development of this scion of royalty will be watched 
with interest.

would be as fair as possible and all the records were ad- 

justed to a mature basis. We found 240 cows with “A” 

and “B” records, 79 cows with “A” and “C” records and 


105 cows with “B” and “C” records and the averages 

(mature basis) are shown in Table III.

If we compare the averages for the “A” and “B” rec- 


ords of the 240 cows, we find that the “B” average is 85.3% 
of the “A” average and comparison of the “B” and ‘“C” 
records of 105 cows shows that their average on three- 
times-a-day milking was 116% as compared to twice-a-day 
milking in Classification C. These comparisons of the 
records of individual cows tested in different classifica- 
tions agree quite closely with the comparisons of all rec- 


ords arranged according to classification and figures 
between the two groups would seem best to use as 
classification adjusting factors. Accordingly, we would 


recommend that those who wish to adjust records made 
in different classifications for comparison use the follow- 
ing: 
To adjust “A” records to a “B” basis multiply by .84. 
To adjust “C” records to a “B” basis multiply by 1.20. 
Comparison of Ten-Months’ and Yearly Records 
With more than 40,000 long-time tests completed with 
the close of the past year, the best basis for comparison of 
ten-months’ and yearly productions should be the averages. 
We find that 30,374 yearly records for cows and heifers 


of all ages average 16,767.7 lbs. milk, 3.41% fat and 569.6 
Ibs. fat and that 10,534 records completed | in the Ten- 
Months’ Division average 14,044.9 lbs. milk, 3.38% fat and 


474.6 lbs. fat, or the average for all the yearly veouviie is 
almost exactly 20% greater than the average for the ten- 
months’ records. On this basis ten-months’ records should 
be multiplied by 1.2 to adjust them for comparison with 
365-day records. 

A plan for comparing records which is somewhat 
simpler than the use of adjusting factors has been offered 
recently by Prof. J. P. LaMaster of Clemson College, 
South Carolina. His proposal, in brief, is to use a table 
showing the average productions for each of the age 
classes, divisions and classifications and to compare the 
individual record with the average for all animals tested 
in the same group. For example, the average for all full- 
aged cows ested in Classification A, Yearly Division, is 
705.86 lbs. fat. During the past year the full-aged cow 
Aaltje Salo Hengerveld Segis was tested in Classification 
A and produced 1,141.5 lbs. fat in 365 days. If we divide 
1,141.5 lbs. fat, the figure representing this cow’s produc- 
tion, by 705.86, the average for all full-aged cows of the 
breed tested in the same division and classification, the 
result is 161.7, which Prof. LaMaster would call the pro- 
duction factor for Aaltje Salo Hengerveld Segis. In other 
words, he would express the production of any cow or 
heifer by a percentage figure based on a comparison of her 
individual record with the average for the breed under the 
same conditions as to age, number of milkings and length 
of record.

For the convenience of those who might be interested 
in trying out Prof. LaMaster’s plan, we present Table IV, 
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which shows the averages for all records completed since 
the three classifications were adopted in 1925, according to 


age classes and classifications for both the Ten-Months’ 
and Yearly Divisions. The “production factor” for any 
record may be obtained by dividing the actual record by 
the corresponding average as shown in the table. It wil] 
be noted that the total number of records represented in 
some of the groups is rather small and the averages may 
change appreciably from year to year, particularly in these 
smaller groups. This seems to be the most apparent 
objection to this method of comparing records and such 
changes in averages would gradually greater 
numbers of records are accumulated.

At the beginning of this discussion, I mentioned some 
of the objections to the use of adjusting factors in the 
evaluation of records and I must repeat that it is extremely 
difficult for the practical mind to accept any system so 
far devised for this purpose. There are so many other 
factors which affect the production and such an extremely 
wide range of conditions under which records are made 
that any method of adjustment of the auctal production 
figures is open to sericus question. Any study of the sub- 
ject emphasizes the great desirability of simplifying the 
system and standardizing tests as much as possible in 
order that we may be able to use the records to best ad- 
vantage in the improvement and development of the breed. 
The Herd Improvement Test, if employed regularly in the 
herd over a period of years, will solve the problem to a 
great extent because by testing whole herds we will have 
many more tests made under comparable conditions of 
herd management and environment and at the same time, 
having records year after year, we will be able to compare 
records of different cows when tested at approximately the 
same age without the use of age equivalents. If we can 
gradually bring our Advanced Registry Testing to a more 
uniform basis and at the same time greatly increase our 
Herd Improvement Testing, the possibilities for the ad- 
vancement of the breed by following a definite program 
of selection based on production and type are practically 
unlimited.

Another annual feature at 
this fair is the offering of the Alasa 
Farms Trophy, a beautiful silver cup 
awarded for the winner of a 72-hour 
production contest, open to all breeds. 
Cash prizes of $30, $25, $20 and $15 
are also offered for the first four 
places in this contest. Holstein breed- 
ers have won this trophy four times 
out of the six that it has been compe- 
tition, Yates Farms, Orchard Park, 
N. Y., in 1926 and 1927, Kingsford 
Farms, Oswego, N. Y. in 1929 and 
River Meadows Farms, Portlandville, 
N. Y. in 1931. Eves will also judge 
the Holstein 4-H entries on Monday, 
September 5. 





The Pacific Slope Dairy Show an- 
nounces a new policy in the matter 
of production records as a require- 
ment for their show. The following 
statement, appearing in the prelimi- 
nary premium list just issued, would 
seem to provide a basis of handling 
this subject that might be worthy of 
consideration by other fairs and 
expositions. 


The type of our dairy herds hav- 
ing been greatly improved through 
the encouragement offered by the 
show ring, the management of the 
Pacific Slope Dairy Show feels that 
a more substantial recognition 
should now be given those animals 
which have shown that they combine 
productive ability with show ring 
type. With this purpose in view, the 
following policy of awards is an- 
nounced: 


No worthy animal will be barred 
from the Pacific Slope Dairy Show, 
but full premiums will no longer be 
paid on a female over four (4) years 
of age unless the following evidence 
of her productivity is presented not 
less than twenty-four (24) hours 
prior to the day of showing: 

1. An official record certified by 
a recognized breed organization; or 

2. A record covering a lactation 
period of not over one year, made in 
a standard cow-testing association, 
must be signed by the tester who 
supervised the record and counter- 
signed by the state officer in charge 
of cow-testing associations. 

3. A cow’s record must equal or 
exceed the minimum requirements of 
the advanced register of her breed. 

Animals failing to meet these re- 
quirements may be shown and will 
be placed and receive ribbons as 
usual, but will receive only eighty 
per cent (80%) of the premium 
money at the 1932 show; sixty per 
cent (60%) in 1933; forty per cent 
(40%) in 1934; twenty per cent 
(20%) in 1935, after which no 
premium money will be paid to such 
- animals.

At the annual 
meetings he usually represents the state of Oklahoma as 
a delegate and visits most of the fairs where his Holsteins 
are shown. To the boys that follow the show circuits he 
is ‘one of the fellows” and they credit him with being an 
exceptionally keen judge of Black and White cattle In 
business he is a drilling contractor and usually a very 
busy one. Originally his love for animals expressed itself 
in the breeding, training and running of Pointer dogs; he 
bred and exhibited some of the best dogs of this breed 
in the past decade. Nearly ten years ago Mr. Griffith came 
to the conclusion that Oklahoma and the surrounding 
states were more in need of good dairy cattle than of more 
and better dogs.

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THE BREEDING SCHOOLS AT 
MADISON 


Four sessions of the breeding school 
were held during the convention and 
175 breeders attended and obtained a 
better understanding of the principles 
of Mendelian inheritance as applied to 
breeding dairy cattle. The schools 
were conducted by Dr. Graves and 
Mr. Nystrom of the Bureau of Dairy 


Industry, Washington, D. C., and 
judging from the many enthusiastic 
comments were very much worth 


while and greatly appreciated by the 
breeders. Many of those who attended 
sessions of the schools expressed a 
desire for further information and 
asked about having the schools re- 
peated in their home states. We have 
taken this matter up with Chief Reed 
of the Bureau and he advises that 
arrangements for Breeding Schools 
may be made direct with the Agricul- 
tural Extension Offices of the various 
state agricultural colleges. Chief 
Reed’s’ statement follows: “This 
Bureau is cooperating with the federal 
office of cooperative extension and 
furnishes subject matter specialists to 
work with the state extension forces 
throughout the country. We have 
divided the United States into four sec- 
tions and each specialist is in charge 
of a section consisting of approxi- 
mately 12 states. These men are 
thoroughly equipped to do this work 
in the same way that Mr. Nystrom 
assisted in the schools at Madison dur- 
ing your meetings. All of this ma- 
terial is available through the agricul- 
tural extension offices of the various 
state agricultural colleges and those 
who are interested in arranging for 
these breeding schools in their own 
states or communities should take the 
matter up with the director of ex- 
tension or dairy specialists within 
their states.” 

With these facilities 
advancing knowledge of breeding 
problems and promoting the study 
of the subject, we would suggest that 
state and county organizations wher- 
ever possible arrange for’ these 
schools in conection with their pro- 
grams for the coming year. A better 
understanding of the subject of in- 
heritance should be of utmost impor- 
tance to every breeder who is trying 
to plan and carry out a sound breed- 
ing program.

About 2,000 milk producers at- 
tended the annual meeting of the 
Dairymen’s League Cooperative As- 
sociation, Inc., at Syracuse, N. Y., 


June 16,

to hear addresses by L. J. 
Master of the National 
Governor Stanley C. Wilson 


of Vermont, President Fred H. Sex- 
auer of the League and others, all 
of whom called upon the dairymen 
of the New York milk shed to get 
together in a united effort for real 


cooperation if the industry is to sur- 
vive. The speakers agreed that re- 
turn to national stability and pros- 
perity is impossible unless agricul- 
ture can be so organized that the 
purchasing power of the farmer can 
be improved. 

“The Dairymen’s League Cooper- 
ative Association is at the fork of 
the road,” said Mr. Sexauer. “It is 
for the industry to determine which 
fork it shall take. One is the road 
of service to the entire industry, to 
gathering the industry into one com- 
plete strong organization, which can 
act for the producers and meet the 
distributing and manufacturing 
branches of the industry on even 
terms; giving to the organization 
power to eliminate many existing 
abuses which cost producers and con- 
sumers, millions of dollars each 
year. The other road leads to 
greater consolidation of the present 
membership of the Dairymen’s 
League in its operation, and to the 
Association assuming a position of 
protection to the membership and 
leadership in the industry. 

“Which road it shall take the 
Dairymen’s League Cooperative As- 
sociation cannot itself determine. 
That decision rests upon the deci- 
sion of 30,000 farmers who are not 
now within the organization, as to 
whether they wish to become part of 
this group to better conditions.”’ 

At a meeting of the Board of Di- 
rectors, following the organization’s 
annual meeting, all officers were re- 
elected as follows: Fred H. Sexauer, 
president, Auburn, N. Y.; J. D. 
Miller, Susquehanna, Pa., and L. M. 
Hardin, Sussex, N. J., first and sec- 
ond vice presidents; J. A. Coulter, 
Watertown, N. Y., secretary; Chester 
Young, Napanoch, N. Y., treasurer; 
and Henry Rathbun, New Hartford, 
N. Y., and Leon A. Chapin, North 
Bangor, N. Y., members of the execu- 
tive committee.

Ormsby Hengerveld Tehee 997473 
is credited with 32,751.5 lbs. milk 
containing 1,052.4 Ibs. fat in 365 
days, Classification A, and showing 
an average of 3.2 per cent for the 
year’s test. She freshened at the 
age of 7 years, 1 month, 9 days. Her 
sire is Ormsby Sensation 23d 389813 
and her dam is Wellington Henger- 
veld Tehee 700757. She was bred 
by J. C. Indoe, Sharon Center, Ohio, 
and was owned by Rieck & Nettrour, 
Coraopolis, Pa., during the greater 
part of the record and then was pur- 
chased by R. V. Rasmussen, Deer- 
field, Illinois. At the age of 4 years, 
11 months, 28 days, she was credited 
with 28,188.4 lbs. milk and 895.3 
lbs. fat in 365 days. In the record 
just completed, in addition to a 26-day 
strictly official test, she had 13 of- 
ficial test periods of which one was a 
retest and one a two-day check test 
conducted by a supervisor from Ohio.

Doress Canary Rag Apple 530968 
has completed her seventh consecu- 
tive semi-official record, with a pro- 
duction of 19,850.7 lbs. milk, 652.6 
Ibs. fat in Class B at 12 years, 5 
months, 7 days. She milked 42 lbs. 
on the last day of her official test, 
according to Edward Tansky, man- 
ager of Serradella Farm, Oscoda, 
Mich., where all seven records were 
made. 


She came to Serradella Farm on 
January 10, 1924. She had already 
dropped three calves but no records 
are available for her first three lac- 
tations. Freshening at five years old, 
she was put on semi-official test and 
has dropped a calf every year since, 
each time being again given an A. R. 
S. O. record. Her seven records total 
151,598.9 lbs. milk containing 5,- 
183.2 lbs. fat, which would be an 
average of 21,657 lbs. milk, 740.46 
lbs. fat (925.6 lbs. butter), for the 
seven records of an average length 
of 347 days. Her last two records 
were both in Class B and we under- 
stand that her first record was also 
on three-time milking, although it 
was made before the days of Class B. 
In three of these lactations she 
qualified for the 305-day division 
and another time missed it by only a 
few days. 


This latest record gives ‘‘Doress’’ 
third place for milk and fourth for

Firestone Farms, Akron, Ohio, held 
their first sale at the farm on June 20.

The top price of $390 was paid for 
the 1929 Reserve All-American 3-year- 
old heifer, Carnation Inka Mary, who 
was purchased by Wayne Light for 
Mrs. Carmina Lytle, Pottstown, Pa.

At a recent meeting of the direc- 
tors of the New York Holstein-Frie- 
sian Association, it became necessary 
to accept the resignation of Presi- 
dent Baldwin and appoint officers to 
fill the vacancy caused by his resig- 
nation. You will recall from the 
article recently appearing in the World 
that President Baldwin’s resignation 
was made necessary through his 
promotion and appointment to the 
office of Commissioner of Agricul- 
ture and markets. 

His letter of resignation appears 
on page 46 of the June 4 World. 

Following is the acceptance from 
the Board of Directors: 

“Mr. C. H. Baldwin

“Dear Mr. Baldwin: 

“We, the directors of the New 
York Holstein-Friesian Association. 
hereby comply with your request and 
accept your resignation as President 
of the association; only with the full 
realization that it is necessary to 
your personal advancement. 

“We, also, wish to express our 
utmost appreciation of your loyalty 
and untiring efforts as president of 
the association during the years 
1925 to 1932. Your wise guidance 
during these years is responsible for 
bringing our organization so _ suc- 
cessfully out of bankruptcy, chaos 
and dissension to its present state 
of financial independence and _ har- 
mony and for developing a program 
of education and breed development 
that has placed the New York Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association as a leader 
among all the state associations in 
the United States. 

“Although we lose your wise ad- 
ministration, you are still one of us 
and we will ever have your example 
of leadership to guide us. 

“With the most sincere wishes for 
your success as New York State 
Commissioner of Agriculture and 
Markets, we remain

Mr. E. J. Chaffee, first vice presi- 
dent of the association and for years 
a director in the organization, was 
appointed president to fill the va- 
cancy created by the resignation of 
President Baldwin. Carl Randall 
was appointed first vice president in 
Mr. Chaffee’s place and Carl Wooster 
was appointed second vice president 
to fill the vacancy of Carl Randall. 
H. V. Bump, a veteran breeder of 
high producing advanced registry 
cows and show animals from Cam- 
bridge, New York, was appointed as 
director from Mr. Baldwin’s district. 

National Convention 

New York State was represented 
at the National Convention with its 
full quota of 28 delegates. In order 
to have this full quota of representa- 
tion from New York State it was 
necessary to appoint ten alternates. 

For convenience in travel of the 
delegates the secretary of the State 
Association arranged for a private 
ear’ starting at Albany to run 


through to the Madison convention. 
This gave the delegates an oppor- 
tunity to discuss thoroughly all the 
different questions listed in the call 
of the meeting. Eight of the dele- 
gates took-advantage of the oppor- 
iunity by taking their wives on a 
honeymoon to the convention. Seven 
of these traveled independently by 
automobile, along with other guests. 
Membership 

Seventy new members have joined 
the State Association during May. 
The total membership to date is 
above May for 1931. It is hoped 
that we can maintain this good start 
and increase our 1932 membership 
above the total for 1931. Many 
more memberships have been col- 
lected by solicitors and officers but 
have not been forwarded to the state 
secretary. It is hoped that all solici- 
tors and officers who have member- 
ships in their possession would hand 
them in at once so that the new 
members may receive the benefits of 
the State Association and be added 
to the mailing list for the Holstein- 
Friesian World. 

Summer Programs 

Most of the local clubs have tours 
scheduled for June and picnics for 
July. At a recent meeting of the 
Board of Directors of the State Asso- 
ciation it was decided that the State 
would not promote a tour or picnic 
on a state-wide basis because of the 
present economic conditions. The 
Secretary was instructed to cooper- 
ate with all local organizations in 
making their picnic or tour a district 
affair. Counties who are planning a 
county Holstein tour or picnic should 
invite the breeders from adjoining 
clubs to take part. The state secre- 
tary would be very glad to cooperate 
in any such promotion. 

Deferred Registration 

You have undoubtedly read in the 
World about the action of the an- 
nual meeting of the National Asso- 
ciation on the question of deferred 
registration. Some of you have re- 
ceived letters from Mr. Seaverns, 
secretary of the National Associa- 
tion, relative to the same subject. 
I wish to again emphasize through 
repetition the importance of this 
action to every member of the State 
Association and_ especially their 
neighbors. Every Holstein breeder 
should inform his neighbors and 
other breeders of pure bred Holstein 
cattle that the penalty fee for reg- 
istering animals over one year of 
age has been removed until Decem- 
ber 31st this year. This means that 
any member of the National Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association can reg- 
ister any female eligible for registra- 
tion regardless of age for one dol- 
lar and non-members have the same 
privilege for two. dollars. This 
should enable a good many breeders 
who have let their registrations 
lapse to get their herd registered 
up-to-date again. Be sure to spread 
this information at all meetings and 
conversations with all Holstein men. 

The New York Holstein-Friesian 
Association feels that it has suffered 
a great loss in the untimely passing 


of Frank Price. In time and thought, 
and actual personal effort, as well 
as by direct financial contributions, 
he has been a powerful factor in the 
advancement of this organization 
from the very beginning. He brought 
forward the idea of the county con- 
test plan, upon which our whole 
present program is based, and until 
the present year has served as the 
chairman of the committee to admin- 
ister it. He served efficiently as 
general chairman of the convention 
committee when New York was host 
to the National Convention in 193 
and has constantly and effectively 
been identified with every construc- 
tive effort of our Association to serve 
the Holstein-Friesian industry. We 
shall miss his counsel, and his 
energetic leadership along many

En- 
route, we made a brief stop at Gus- 
tave Pabst’s Ventnor Farm near 
Oconomowoc.

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standing member of this herd, Aaltje 
Salo Hengerveld Segis, American 
Champion fat producer in ten months‘ 
division (995.9 lbs.) and the highest 
fat producer of last year in the yearly 
division with 1,141.5 lbs.

It was a busy day at Pabst Farms 
with a number of other post-conven- 
tion visitors including Prof. Atkeson 
of Idaho, Ed. Geare of Central Avenue 
Dairy in Arizona, and others, but 
Manager Fred Southcott and Herds- 
man Howard Clapp found time to 
show me through the herd. It was 
my first visit to the farm in a couple 
of years and they are certainly com- 
ing along in fine shape.

It 
looks as though she was at least go- 
ing to maintain his average. The 
Prilly-Creator combination, either way 
it works, was a most successful cross. 

Along with Pabst Crusader, they 
are using Carnation Sensation. In 
fect, the Sensation buli is probably 
getting the most service right at pre- 
sent. He is a son of Sir Inka May 
out of one of the great 800-lb. fat 
daughters of the 1,000-lb. fat cow, 
Cascade Jessie, and was’ purchased 
from Carnation a couple of years ago 
after a very lengthy, careful search 
‘for just the right sire to follow along 
after Creator and King Segis Alcartra 
Pril:y. While none of the daughters 
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of Carnation Sensation are yet in 
milk and it is too early to judge him, 
it certainly must be recognized that 
he is siring a classy lot of youngsters. 
One of the choicest individuals we 
saw on the farm is a young bull out 
of Pabst Creator Eyebright sired by 
Carnation Sensation that is being 
reserved for some future service in 
the herd. The dam,a daughter of 
Creator, comes from the highest test- 
ing family they have developed at 
Pabst Farms, and with his type and 
blood lines they feel he will fit into 
their program. Pabst American Beau- 
ty, famous as an All-American winner 
in her younger days, is still a valued 
member of the breeding herd and has 
a young daughter coming along that is 
a dead ringer for American Beauty 
herself at that age. In the office was 
displayed the Jonabell Trophy won at 
the National Dairy Show each of the 
past two years for the best three-gen- 
erations of Holstein females. They 
still have to win it once more before 
it becomes their permanent property 
and are expecting to compete for it 
again this year at Waterloo on ac- 
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count of the cancellation of this year’s 
National. For the benefit of possible 
contenders for this $1,000 trophy, but 
with no intention of scaring them 
away, we may say that Pabst Farms 
will be able to bring out a much 
stronger group in this competition 
than ever before, these including the 
same groups that have won it in the 
past but with the additional develop- 
ment of age. We always enjoy the 
time spent at Pabst Farms’ where 
everything in the herd for generations 
has been bred right there on the 
farm and we can look over with the 
management the unfolding of a care- 
fully thought-out program of breeding 
development. 





Yates Farms, Orchard Park, N. Y., 
reports that in a recent tuberculin test 
the entire herd of 198 head passed 
successfully continuing the accredita- 
tion of this herd.
